Other Materials on Quality of Data

Nonresponse on children ever born.--In the 1950 Census, 9.0
percent of the women had no report on children ever born; this
rigure refers to women ever married 15 to 59 years old enumerated
on the last sample line of the 30-line population schedule. In
the 1940 census,' the corresponding flgure was 12,6 percent. 1In
an efrort to reduce bias from this source, the numbers of c¢hil-
dren were estimated for these women by a process that usually
took into account the number of children present in the household
and also allowed for some women's having deceased children or
children otherwlse absent from home. On the basis of data from
a special national sample of about 60,000 women 1in the 1950 Cen-
sus, speclal tables were prepared for use in thls editing pro-
cedure which made it possible to vary the estimate in each case
in accordance with the color, farm residence, age, and marital
status of the women.

This sample showed, for instance, that among reporting non-
farm white women married once, husband present, about 96 percent
of the women 15 to 19 years old had all thelr children in the
household; for women of this description who had no report on
number of children ever born, 96 percent were assigned the same
number of children ever born as the number of children in the
nousehold, and 4 percent were assigned a larger number. For gim-
11ar women at age 35 to 39 years the percentage was still large,
84 percent; thereafter it dropped rapidly, to 65 percent at 40 to
44 years, and was not useful at age 45 years and over because oo
many children had left home. For women 45 to 48 years old in
1950, a somewhat arbitrary editing process was set up on the basls
of distributions of women Dby number of children ever born from
the 1940 Census reports modified on the assumption that women not
reporting in 1950 were about 80 percent as fertile as women re-
porting in 1940.! Women for whom the number of children ever
born was estimated Were identiried separately on the punch card,

original report or an estimate of children ever born,
&t ages under 45 years the women with estimates of children ever
born are estimated to have fewer children than the women with
children originally reported. This difference reflects the fact
that the women wlth estimates had fewer children in the house-
hold, on the average, than did women with reports.

Own children under 5 years old in relation 1o reportli
status of children ever born.--In the 1940 Census, tebulations
were made which showed very sharp differences vetwean the n}xmber
of own children . under 5 years old for women with and. without a
report on children ever vorn. The pesults were mublished in an
appendix to the 1940 Census report, pifferential Fertility, 1940
and 1910--Women by Number of Children Ever Born., For purposes
. of comparigson, a similar count has been mede and the results pre-
sented in table A-2. The women with no report on children ever
born in 1950 had fewer young children in the household than did
women with a report on children ever born., The two groups were
more alike in 1950 then in 1940, however, indicating that the non-
reports in 1950 were less gelective of childless women than in 1940,

mality of data for women who reported on children ever
born.--In the 1950 Census, & gpecial Infant Card Wwas filled for
each child porn in the first three months of 1950, for purposes

of a birth registration test and a census enumeration test. Among
other items, the card contained information on the order of live
birth, thet 1s, whether the child wes the mother's first child,
second, etc, The item on order of live birth 1s equivalent to
children ever born to the mother except when the chlld 18 not the
last-born of twins, the second or third child among triplets,
etc, The cards were matched against transcripts of birth regis-
tration records by the National Office of Vital Statistics, The
comparison of data on order of live birth for the two independent
records thet is given in teble A-3 1s at least suggestive of the
quality of reporting on children ever born. It 13 1likely that
the quality of reporting was better Ior women who had a child
born in the rirst three months of 1950, who are shown In table
A=3, than for those women who did not have a child born during
this period, 1f only because the women with a young child  were
more likely to be at home when the emumerator called. The dats
in both the Infant Cards snd the birth records are subject to
errors of reporting, and when differences arise it is not alvays
certain which record 13 correct although the birth record may be
more often correct, "Overreporting" arises from the inclusion of
an adopted child or a stepchild as a "birth" through a misunder-
standing by the respondent on the one hand, or the physician
(birth record) or the enumerator ({Infant Card), on the other
hand, or from the inclusion of & stitlbirth in response 1o a
question regarding 1ive births alone. rUnderreporting” arises
trom rallure to count & child who died, & child who wes released
for adoption, a child from a former marriage, etc,

Undercount of young children.--In meny censuses the world
over, there is a characteristic undercounting of very young chil-~
dren. This situation seems to arise not only from underenumer-
stion or & missing of young children In censuses but also from
misstatements of age, such as the reporting of age in terms of an
approaching birthday rather than of the last birthday. The blas
tends to be compensatory 1p nature 8t 8ges over 1 yeer, end prob-
ably 18 less seriocus there, too, because the parents. of older
children are more settled and more likely to bé respondents for
their own families., It has been estimated Ifrom survivors of
births that the 1950 Census count of population under 5 years old
was 95.3 percent complete and that of population under 1 year old
wes 89.0 percent complete. These estimates include both errors
of coverage &nd errors in reporting sge. (See tables A-4 and
A-5, TFor turther information, see U. S. Bureau of the Census,
Current Population Reports, Serles P-25, No. 106, "Estimates of
the Civilian Populationsof States, by Broad Age Groups: Julyl,
1963," December 6, 1954,) ' In cofitrast %o this estimated .11.0
percent undercount of population ‘under 1 year old, a speclal
matching of birth registration records and census records for
{nfants born 1n the first three months of 1980 showed that only
3.6 percent of the infants were pot enumereted. (U. S, Buresu of
the Census, Infant Enumeration Study: 1950, Washington, D. C.,
1953.) Either older infents, born in ‘the last nine months of
1949, were more often missed, or they were more often reported as

1 year old or overs.
